than belf a century ago. When bo spoke 
of the independence of the Transvaal, he 
meant that it was a dependensy of Eng. 
Jand’s, 80 far ag its foretgn relations are con- 
cerned; that under the Treaty of 1884 
England wae thé suzersin State, though the 
word suzeraia may have been ourelesaly, or; 
as a matter of consideration to Beer son. 
sitivenees, omitted from that. Convention, 
tlie maintooonco of the fact being held to be 
sullisient without mentioning the word’ 
This being ao, it is strange that the Em- 


| peror did not addrose a message of sympathy

4NTAROPIC EXPLORATION. 
THE ‘POLAE BOOM’ IN LONDON. 

It now scems that the mysteries sur- 
round? yy tho South Polar Segy aro not far 
from a solution, With the orrival of Nr 
QO, E. Borshgrovink in- Londoo straight 
from the Antarctio wastes interest in the 
matter: of extended researches in (his 
direction have continued to. grow to auch an 
extent. that tha ‘Westminster Goztie bas 
been constrained to :publish a sories of 
articles on ‘Tho Polar Boom,’ Three 
expeditions have now beon formed, to leave 
early in the present yedr. Ono from the 
United States ia under the leadership of 
Dr Cook, who was o member of tho first 
Pesry Expedition to tho North. A German 
expedition was decided on on the 8rd No- 
venipor in: Berlin, at an outlay of 950,000 
marks, or £47,500, and arrangements are 
being viado in Belgiam for o similar enter- 
prise. Dy.Cook will make Erebas and 
Terpor Gulf his headquartors, and will ra. 
togjn there-with his two vessols for u poriod 
of about .thtes years engeged in making 


discover a raco of.men in those regions, 
fides fauna ond flora at present quite on- 
‘own to roience. An’ American paper, 
writing on this subject, etates: ‘Who 
ia to say that, living poacofally ‘on tha 
warm, genial, windlegs Antarctic Continent, 
overepreasd by i thin vaponr,of steam and 
shut out from the world by a wal! of ica, 
thero may not be found a new peoplo—a 
new civilisation? Penned in by a vast ring 
,of icy mouniains whose northern, slopes 
‘washed by the ocean perpetually froczo, bat 
whose southern slopes are for ever melting 
uoder tho influcnes of steam and rain, a 
whols race whose oxictonce is unsuspected 
may have worked out its destiny. ‘Cowne 
end villages may exist close to the South 
Polo, inhabited by people of queer stature 
and colour, whase world is bounded by a wall 
of ice, Werm waters or hoary steamy 
atmosphoro, the absence of wind, may have 
made these people small and delicate, but 
refined and intelligent; or, upon the other 
hand, they may still be in a savage state, 
waging war upon cach othor, and giants in 
statura.’. Such are Dr Cook’s hopes—sach 
his aspirations. Tho German expedition is 
to make for Kerguelsn Island, aud thonee 
sail southwards. Sq that both sides of the 
Groat ice barrier will at onco have to 
rosist the onward. march of civilisation. 
After successfully addressing the Interna- 
tional Geographical Coogrosa in London, 
some montha back, Mr Borchgrevink linger-. 
ed in England for the dual purpose of 
endeavouring to maturé bis schemes, and to 
enable him to be present .at the meeting of 
tho Aescoiation for the Advancement. of 
Bcienoe held at Ipswich, to.which gathering 
he also explained the hardships he had une 
dergone fur the caugo of tho scionce which 
the members have so much at heart. The 
Times of 2lat September, ia its retrospect of 
the doingsof the Asyociation, thus comments 
on Mr Borohgreviok’s paper :—‘ The largest 
audionce was uttracted by Mr Borchgrevink, 
who evidently interested hie Hearere with an 
account of the scientifio results of his recent 
antarctio oruise.. He was fortunate. in
